were set in brick -lined furnaces. The vtts were heated at the bottom by 
coal (or coke j fires The crude lead was melted, and admixtures , prin- 
cipally zinc b locks , were aided to combine with the non-lead portion of 
the crude melt. The mixture . v&, 3 stirred by a mechanical agitator. The 
impurities floated to toe bop o' p the liquid mass, and were removed by flat, 
grid- -like plates which, skimmed ■ r.he material from the surface This operation 
was repeated several times to increase tie purity cf the lead. The purified 
lead v&s then pumped up from the vat into brick- lined sluices which led to 
molds. The uncrated solidified lead was then shipped by rail to places 
upknovn..
